Nine ot Them 

The Idaho Demstrat says: Several 
years ago, in Boise City, we pub- 
lished something like the following: 

“If the married man who was seen 
at a late hour last night talking love 
to another man's wife over the back 
fence, will send us a box of good ci- 
gars, mum's the word“ 

Reaching the office next morning 
nine boxes of fragrant Havanas greet- 
ed our vision, piled up on our table. 
It was an experiment, and worked to 
a charm, but we have never yet been 
able to understand why nine boxes 
should have been sent around where 
but one man was mentioned. 
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Fair time that four strangets had de- precisely 
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the same nature as this otie, 
only of less amount, have been audit- 
ed, allowed, and warrants issued with- 
out or veto from the Auditor. 
The bill under consideration is for 
taking down 3,660 folios of evidence 
at 25 cents per folio in-the case above 


referred to. The bi 124 al- 
lowed by. the Auditot differ from this 
one only in the number of folios, the 
price per folio being the same. If the 
case had been a simple one, requiring 
the taking of only 100 folios of evi- 
dence, the Auditor would doubtless 
have allowed it without objection ; 
but because, for sooth, the case was of 
great magnitude, and the testimony 
necessarily voluminous, the Auditor 
vetos it. Such reasoning smacks of 
sophistry. But if the Auditor is of 
tle opinion that the el«ims of this sort 
Which be has Allowed in the past were 
erroneously audited, I agree with him, 
the soener the precedent is abolished 
the better, 

Was the claim a lawful one and 
should it have been allowed? When 
a person is arrested for an indictable 
Offense, the Statutes of this State re- 
quire a procéeding which is known to 
eVeryohe as a preliminary eXamina- 
tion. Of the necessity of this exami- 
nation the Supreme Court said in ex- 
parte, Ah Bau and Ah Yon, 10 Nev., 
265: „The statute contemplates that 
in all cases where a person has been 
arrested charged with crime, and 
brought betore a magistrate, that an 
examination shail take place. The 


practice of allowing such persons to}: 


waive an examination is irregular aod 
should be discontinued.” After the 
commission of the monstrous outrage 
upon the peace and quiet of the com- 
munity on the 27th of September; can 
there be found a person who would 
say that the fullest and most open ex- 
amination possibie should not be had. 
Not a Grand Jury investigation with 
closed doors, but one open to the

Was it necessary to reduce the tes- 
timony to writing! Sec. 1779, of the 
Compiled Laws reads as follows: 
“The witnesses shail be examined in 
the presence of the defendants, and 
may be cross-examined in his behalf. 
If either party so desire, this examin- 
ation shall be by interrogatories,direct 
and cross; provided by consent of 
parties this testimony may be reduced 
to writing in narrative form. The 
testimony so taken may be used by 
either party, on the trial of the case, 
and in all proceedings therein, when 
the witness is sick, out of this State, 
dead, or when his personal attendance 
cannot be had in Court, when the tes- 
timony of each witness taken, this 
same shall be read over to the witness 
and corrected as may be desired, and 
this same tested by the Magistrate. 
And such testimosy so reduced to 
writeng, and authenticated according 
to the provisions of this Section, shal! 
be filed by the examining Magistrate, 
with this Clerk of the District Court 
of this county.” Not only does this 
statute require the testimopy to be 
taken down in writing, but the So- 
preme Court has passed its judgment 
upon this question. In the case of the 
State vs. Davis, 14, Nev., 411, this 
Supreme Court says: In justice to 
the State, as well as to the defendant, 
this testimony given at a preliminary 
examination ought always to be reduced
